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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Applicants' communication paper dated 12/10/04 is acknowledged. Applicants 
have amended claims 1-2,4-6, cancelled claim 3 to limit the subject matter to elected 
invention of Group I wherein the core is 1,4-diazine/pyrazine. Therefore the claims 
under consideration are the claims -2,4-6 that are renumbered as claims 1-5. 

3. The closest prior art of record reference Davis et al (WO 981 8782) teaches 2- 
pyrimidine derivatives and their utility as tyrosine kinase syk inhibitors. 

4. The other art ref. David Johnson (U.S.P.4442095) halo substituted 
pyrazinyl methylene amine derivatives and their utility as antimicrobial agents. 

5. The references either alone or in combination do not indicate or suggest to arrive 
at the instant compounds having -Y = Z- as -CR7 = N-, thus forming 1 ,4-diazine core 
wherein 2-position is occupied by -NR1 -phenyl; 3-position by -CONH2; 5-position by - 
C (R7)-, and 6-position by -X-A-R3 respectively. 

6. Therefore, the instant invention o of Group I are deemed to be novel and 
patentably distinct.
